ease,” honor Gerhard Hansen, Norwegian 
physician, who isolated the bacillus leprae 1874. 
Did you know that this disease exists prac- 
tically every country the world; that there are 
from three million five. million victims all; 
that approximately fifteen million persons are ex- 
posed and subject contracting it; and that 
among its victims twelve hundred twice that 
number are the continental United States? 
While Hansen’s disease most prevalent 
India, Africa, Burma, China, the Pacific Islands, 
including the Philippines and Japan, certain parts 
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Europe, the West Indies and South America, 
our home land means immune from the 
danger further contamination. Commercial and 
other inter-course between the and the coun- 
tries named presents frequent opportunities for 
introducing additional germs the disease into 
many our states. addition, military service 
the endemic areas the above mentioned coun- 
tries will undoubtedly result the contraction 
Hansen’s disease certain number our men, 
millions whom have served such areas during 
World War II. 


Approximately American veterans ‘of the 
small war known the Philippine Insurrection, 
1898-1902, contracted leprosy result their 
military service those islands during that period 
according the record reported cases. Due 
the long incubation period frequently noted with 
the disease, many the veterans were unaware 
their misfortune until many months even years 
after their release from military service. 


While the consensus appears that leprosy 
not one the serious health problems present 
the United States, comparison the estimated 
number victims the disease this country, 
viz: 5,000, with the number patients undergoing 
treatment the National Leprosarium, which was 


less than 400 any one time 1945 and 


1946, shows that large number the victims are 
unaccounted for. view the fact that neither 
the location condition the 
tims are known, not clear the lay student 
how any one can determine and state that this dis- 
ease does not present serious health problem 
this country. The estimated total has been reported 
being 1,200 5,000. reduce the major 
estimate half, with view presenting con- 
servative picture this problem, find that 
there are approximately 2,100 unreported victims 
Hansen’s disease the United States. The ques- 
tion occurs: “Where are the unreported sufferers?” 
Forty our forty-eight states have sent patients 
the Marine Hospital, Carville, La., our na- 
tional leprosarium. One also wonders how many 
the unfortunate unreported victims may com- 
municating the disease children and other per- 
sons, and how many the latter are also going 
unreported? 

Our common sense tells that, the interests 
the sufferers themselves, their families and the 
communities which they live, all our citizens 
who have contracted this disease must located 
and given proper treatment; that all members 


our medical profession must trained diagnose 
correctly the disease whenever well 
properly treat and advise the patient. However, 
before these sick people can located there must 
change our methods handling them. 
new approach this problem essential and 
good accomplished further delay recogniz- 
ing this fact. The essential changes required our 
policy and methods are briefly discussed the 
following pages. 

With reference the disease itself, there 
known definite and positive cure for this time. 
Since Hansen isolated the bacillus 1874, great 
many attempts have been made grow arti- 
ficial media but date none these efforts have 
successfully met the requirements for progf, and 
all efforts innoculate animals with the germ 
have been unsuccessful the same extent. 
scientist, more than 145 recorded cases has been 
able infect himself other human volunteers 
attempted innoculation the germ. 


While very encouraging note that pro- 
gress slowly being made the development 
medicine and methods for arresting the disease 
when applied during its early stages, has not 
been possible cultivate the germ progressively, 
from one generation another, for study and ex- 
perimentation. Therefore, means for determining 
exactly how transmitted from one person 
another; positive means for its arrestment; and the 
development preventive medicine and methods 
must remain the principal objects medical re- 
search well the stars hope for every victim 
this disease. 


That these means will one day discovered 
our scientists strongly indicated the progress 
they have made date providing treatment 
now available the modern leprosaria the 
various countries, including our own, which, when 
taken time for sufficient length time, re- 
sulting the arrestment the disease many 
cases and the return these fortunate persons 
normal life usefulness. So, there hope for 
our people afflicted with Hansen’s disease who will 
present themselves for treatment. This fact pro- 
gress the fight the ancient scourge must 
made known all our people including 
those who, through fault their own, have 
contracted the disease. 

interesting note that the bacillus leprae 
and the tuberculosis bacillus are nearly alike 
that single organisms, they cannot distin- 
guished one from ‘the other. therefore seems 
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possible and probable that research into the cause 
and habits the leprosy germ, its methods 
transmission, etc., may result improved means 
for combating tuberculosis. 

Having taken brief look some the factors 
the present status leprosy, the question may 
occur the main problems presented this 
mysterious malady which offer definite opportuni- 
ties for serving mankind. Among many such prob- 
lems, the following five, which are expressed 
“needs,” are outstanding: 

The need for research into the cause and 
method transmitting leprosy. 

The Leonard Wood Memorial (American Lep- 
rosy Foundation) ‘is the main leprosy research ag- 
ency the United States and the only agency 
whose efforts are devoted strictly research work 
the field leprosy. This vital activity de- 
pendent upon public contributions for the funds 
needed carry its work. 

Briefly stated, the plans and purposes the 
Leonard Wood Memorial are, the extent its 
financial ability, leave scientific step untaken 
that holds any promise finding the ultimate so- 
lution this age-old curse the human race. 

Opportunity for Service: The imperative need 
for expanding research work this field with 
view advancing the happy date when positive, 
fast-acting arrestment and preventive medicines 
and methods are found, presents outstanding 
opportunity for service mankind. contribut- 
ing financial support this research agency you 
will help rid the world leprosy. 

The need for this support given special em- 
phasis and importance reason the expected 
increase the number its victims direct 
result military service leprosy infected areas, 
during World War

The need for reeducating the American pub- 
lic upon the subject leprosy. 

The last World Conference Leprosy, held 
Cairo, Egypt, reported that: “Any scheme for 
the control leprosy will depend for its success 
educated public opinion.” 

his splendid article Today,” Dr. 
Kellersberger, M.D., General Secretary, Am- 
erican Mission Lepers, stated that “The time 
seems now hand not only educate the laity 
the real status the disease, but remove 


the mystery surrounding it, have done for 
tuberculosis and syphilis and for other public 
health problems.” 

This.need has been recognized all leprolo- 
gists and has been impressed upon the mind 
every victim the disease. essential that the 
public informed the facts concerning leprosy 
order that may free itself from the leprapho- 
bia, fear this disease, which has done harm 
its innecent victims. Due misinformation 
handed down ignorant, fear-inspired writers 
ancient times, unreasoning and unjustified ap- 
prehension the public mind has built and main- 
almost impenetrable wall silence 
around this disease. was one those subjects 
which was seldom discussed. long last however, 
this silence, imposed ignorance which sprang 
from superstitious fear, beginning give ground 
before the advance science and common sense. 
However, progress this educational effort re- 
quires the combined help all who will lend 
helping hand group our who can- 
not help themselves. vast amount work re- 
mains done. 

The price public acquiesence the false 
notions the past, which have influenced the 
treatment accorded leprosy victims for 3435 years, 
has been paid these innocent people. They are 
still paying the unmerited penalties meted out 
persons whose only crime the accidental contrac- 
tion this disease. These penalties include ostra- 
cism, which started with the infamous cry “un- 
clean”; unreasonable segregation, and the morale- 
breaking thought that has been deserted, when 
the patient realizes that the American public, 
through ignorance and indifference, assents and 
concurs these unjust practices. 


Back our seeming indifference the plight 
these sick people, the fear contamination 
and this fear based upon ignorance. The facts 
are that leprosy not nearly communicable 
are several other well known diseases whose vic- 
tims retain their rights liberty. The medical 
world classes leprosy being “feebly communi- 
cable.” Many our people will surprised 
learn that throughout the entire existence the 
leprosarium Carville, La., matter fifty-two 
years, not single member the medical nurs- 
ing staffs has contracted leprosy. The precautions 
taken this personnel are not comparable with 
those required dealing with diphtheria, typhoid 
and other communicable diseases. 


Opportunity for Service: The need 
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briefly discussed under the heading “reeducating 
the American public” presents another excellent 
opportunity for service mankind. should 
apparent all that under the present conditions 
and policies, our victims disease are 
the mercy uneducated public opinion. 

Take the burden educating the public 
upon this matter, burden that has been carried 
these sick people for unknown centuries. And, 
publicity approved any one organi- 
zations listed below, assist these agencies help- 
ing spread the truth about leprosy and its many 
problems.

The need for reconsidering and changing 
our segregation policy: 

this country, when people are reported 
suffering from leprosy, they are segregated and 
detained the Marine Hospital Carville, 
La. While this policy appears provide the best 
opportunity for advanced cases receive continu- 
ous treatment experts this field medicine, 
and while appears that, until more positive and 
faster acting remedies are found, segregation may 
necessary far advanced cases, becoming 
more and more apparent that segregation not 
the best solution for large majority these pa- 
tients. 

the several factors our segregation policy 
which make undesirable, the two main reasons 
for changing this policy are believed apparent 
all students this question: 

The unreported victims are aware the 
segregation policy and this fact is, without reason- 
able doubt, the reason why they remain seclu- 
sion; prefering forego the opportunity re- 
ceive treatment rather than give their freedom, 
leave their families and cause the latter sub- 
jected the ostracism that uninformed society 


dispenses families reported leprosy victims. 
This cruel practice has caused many the patients 
take new names when they enter Carville and 
thus break all contact with their former life. 

The natural objection human beings, and 
especially Americans, the loss their freedom 
and the attending loss dignity due being 
“fenced in” and set apart class marked for 
special restrictive measures similar those desig- 
nated for law breakers. 

The small percentage the estimated number 
victims the who have reported Car- 
ville for treatment proves that our present segre- 
gation policy too all-inclusive its application, 
and that defeating its purpose. 

Chester North Frazier, M.D., Professor Der- 
matology, University Texas School Medicine, 
statement published the Galveston Daily 
News Oct. 14, 1945, and reprinted the Nov. 
1945 issue The Star, commented follows upon 
this subject: “Leprosy has been completely domi- 
nated the emotions. Leprosy has been feared 
that its victims are unnecessarily punished, fre- 
quently thoughtless segregation. fact, they 
are society and committed asy- 
lums rather than placed hospitals for treatment 
with view their return lives usefulness.” 

Opportunity for Service: the facts 
concerning the segregation policy contact- 
ing the organizations previously mentioned. In- 
quiries addressed these organizations will obtain 
the concensus among persons who have every right 
speak experts upon this and other problems 
connected with Hansen’s disease. 

Having determined the facts, obey that impulse 
aid obtaining prompt modification our 
segregation policy and the adoption enlightened, 
scientific, humane measures for handling this public 
health problem. The laws upon this subject can 
only changed the adoption other laws, 
advise your representatives the Congress the 
imperative need for prompt action upon their part 
working out just solution this problem. 

The need for rehabilitation patients 
the National Leprosarium: 


Rehabilitation programs established for the 
benefit tuberculosis patients, infantile paralysis 
patients and the crippled children the nation, 
well such programs provided for the injured 
soldiers and sailors our armed forces, have served 
advertise and firmly establish this humanitarian 
practice essential tenet principle our 
American way life. this benevolent policy

are enabled extend helping-hand unfortu- 
nate members society suffering from grievous 
illness injury, whose needs exceed their resources, 
who are situated that they cannot, unaided, 
regain the abilities and skills which make for eco- 
nomic security and happiness. 


While fully approve and commend the re- 
habilitation programs designed for all groups men- 
tioned above, our feeling satisfaction and pride 
these accomplishments lessened the knowl- 
edge that adequate provision has been made for 
the rehabilitation group our people whose 
need for such assistance, all things considered, 
great that any group. this instance we, the 
American people, are fact, “our brothers keep- 
er,” and therefore, cannot escape our full re- 
sponsibility for their well-being. not sug- 
gested that are trying elude our responsibil- 
ity this matter but nevertheless true that, 
due general lack knowledge concerning the 
problems faced leprosy victims, have failed 
carry out some our responsibilities. reason 
for our lack knowledge of, and seeming indiffer- 
ence to, the special needs this group our peo- 
ple that patients undergoing treatment the 
National Leprosarium have been segregated the 
point where they are not only out public sight, 
but almost out the public mind well. 

The need for vocational activities which 
business-like program would provide becomes more 
apparent when remember that the victims 
disease, most instances, enter Carville 
for extended period. many cases all business, 
social and even family ties are broken since 
frequently impracticable or, the mind the 
patient, undesirable maintain connections with 
the outside world. Thus from life normal so- 
cial and livelihood-gaining activities, our unhappy 
neighbor, who has some unknown way contract- 
leprosy, steps into life comparative inac- 
tivity for period varying from few years—to life. 

natural and inevitable that physical and 
mental inactivity, attending long period hos- 
pitalization, serves center patient’s thoughts 
upon his illness and upon the predicament 
which finds himself. cannot foresee the time 
his release and return normal life, nor can 
his doctors say when that time will come. The 
greater the length time when the patient has 
little nothing but think, the more depress- 
ing becomes his situation and the more hopeless 
his future. That the mental state patient has 


definite bearing influence upon his physical 
condition, confirmed Dr. Faget, Medical 
Officer Charge, Marine Hospital Car- 
ville, who has stated that: “An occupied body and 
occupied mind make for contentment, and con- 
tentment adds greatly the patient’s chances 
overcoming the disease.” 

Entertainment and recreational activities are 
recognized important factors any program de- 
signed build and maintain bodily health and 
morale. However, patient may participate 
games throughout the period his stay the in- 
stitution without acquiring any knowledge, skill 
special ability that will fit him hold job 
upon his release from the hospital. 

generally recognized that the services 
licensed occupational therapist are essential well 
organized rehabilitation work. Accordingly, such 
specialist, who not burdened with the responsi- 
bility providing entertainment and recreational 
programs and facilities, should assigned Car- 
ville. 

study the possibilities rehabilitation 
program for the patients Carville, the feeling 
grows that will produce values, far excess 
its cost. The cost could not great since there 
are less than 400 patients the hospital and 
probable that some them would not physical- 
able take much training. However, regardless 
the men, women and children who, 
effect, have been drafted into the institution are 
entitled the full measure assistance 
can give them. This assistance can and should in- 
clude the advantages education and training 
under conditions similar many respects, those 
provided for veterans, with suitable remuneration 
while undergoing training, graduated amount 
accordance with the time spent and progress 
made acquiring skill and efficiency the job. 


Educational and vocational training would give 
the patients definite objective toward which they 
could work during hospitalization, reduce the 
monotony the months and years treatment 
and raise their morale giving them more hope- 
ful outlook for the future. One the best features 
among the benefits accruing from well organized 
rehabilitation programs established for other 
groups, the salvaging the spirit those pa- 
tients who are discouraged helping them 
learn, earn and plan again; plan their work and 
work out tentative plans for their future well 
definite plans for the economic security their 
families. 
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training enter industry and commercial life after 
leaving the hospital, many patients institution 
this kind which may require prolonged medical 
treatment, could and should trained carry 
remunerative occupations while 
ment. number the patients are engaged 
carrying necessary work connection with the 
hospital and the plant general. These individuals 
should paid regular rates, based upon the 
type and amount work they perform. 

The only difference between citizens inside and 
those outside the leprosarium that the resi- 
dents Carville have, through fault their 
own, contracted leprosy and, due uninformed 
public opinion well archaic laws, they are 
segregated and detained throughout the treatment 
period regardless the severity their illness. 
Even though their material needs the present 
are provided the Federal Government, 
natural for them dislike being set aside 
class segregated persons. They want and need 
have the feeling belonging society; 
considered important accordance with their abil- 
ities, the general scheme things; they also want 
and need have the right work for the eco- 
nomic security themselves and families, even 
you and 

Rehabilitation plans for tuberculosis patients 
have included the provision Advisory Com- 
mittee direct the activities the program and 
obtain the results desired, viz: The ultimate place- 
ment the discharged patient suitable job. 
the case the Carville program and advisory 
committee, the latter would necessity function 
under the supervision the Officer 
Charge, and the results desired would include place- 
ment discharged patients well obtaining 
suitable work for the trained patient while under- 
going treatment, providing his physical condition 
and the treatment requirements permitted the pa- 
tient accept employment.

coordinated approach this problem the 
Carville Medical and Rehabilitation Staffs, and the 
maintenance close working relationship with 
outside industry would contribute the success 
the program. Its value would materially in- 
creased were coordinated with the Civil 
Service Commission, the Government Arsenals and 
Navy Yards, and the Employment Service 
order that the machinery already established 
these organizations for the purpose obtaining 
qualified personnel, might utilized for the bene- 
fit discharged patients whose skills have been 
developed the Carville Rehabilitation Program. 

Alternative Assistance Plan: Without minimiz- 
ing the importance rehabilitation program, 
find that there factor our problem which 
makes necessary that consider alternative 
plan for aiding our segregated citizens. Patients 
discharged arrested cases have found impos- 
sible obtain and hold job they admitted hav- 
ing been patient the Carville hospital. Subter- 
fuge, outright lie becomes necessary ac- 
counting for the time spent .at the leprosarium. 
When employment secured under such circum- 
stances, the fear discovery their former af- 
fliction keeps the discharged patient constantly ap- 
prhensive, and worry, occasioned such threat 
hanging over them, contributing factor, not 
the immediate cause the reactivation the dis- 
ease. 


Our policy segregating the victims leprosy 
for treatment under the supervision the 
Public Health Service, has existed for about 
years, and during this period 1,179 persons were ad- 
mitted the Marine Hospital (National 
Leprosarium). this number 319 patients have 
received their discharge papers arrested cases 
and have left the hospital. According the records 
the patients have been re-admitted, either be- 
cause economic reasons, because the disease 
was reactivated due hardship, improper nutri- 
tion, hard work due special difficulties caused 
the stigma the disease and the well known 
leprophobia among employers, employees and the 
general public. 


The existence this disgraceful situation the 
United States corroborates all that has been said 
concerning the need for re-educating the American 
public upon the subject leprosy. And, must 
apparent all that, addition the provision 
food, lodging and medical attention, some other 
form material assistance must provided 
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offset the prospect incarceration over indefi- 
nite number years for the patient, and the fi- 
nancial loss the family where the patient the 
bread winner. provision this additional as- 
sistance absolutely necessary expect the 
leprosy victims who have concealed their plight 
report the leprosarium for treatment. 

view the above, common justice and de- 
cent regard for the feelings, the opinions and the 
welfare this long-suffering group American 
citizens, demands that now take one the fol- 
lowing suggested steps correct situation which 
shames the American public and contributes the 
misery this group our own people: 

prompt and aggressive nation-wide edu- 
cational campaign eliminate excessive fear 
leprosy from the public mind, that discharged 
patients, who will have been trained under the re- 
habilitation program established Carville, 
may have equal chance with all other citizens 
secure and hold job any industry, any part 
our commercial life, any governmental activi- 
ty, or— 

Immediately recognize the necessity and de- 
sirability providing suitable remuneration for 
leprosy victims who report Carville for treat- 
ment; graduated accordance with the financial 
loss the family the hospitalization the pa- 
tient. the bread-winner, either parent enters 
the hospital Carville the amount paid should 
sufficient maintain reasonable manner the 
remaining members the immediate family. Upon 
the discharge the patient arrested case, the 
payments would continued form pension 
which will make unnecessary for him seek 
employment under employers who will discharge 
him the moment they learn that once took treat- 
ment for leprosy. 


Opportunity for service: Bring the need the 
patients Carville for real rehabilitation pro- 
gram remuneration and pension the attention 
your public press and your representatives 
Congress. Request prompt and definite action from 
both agencies the interest our segregated citi- 
zens who can little help themselves more 
abundant life, and the right plan and work for 
economic security their own design. 

The need for moving the Leprosarium ac- 
tivities cooler, dryer climate: 

Studies and investigations leprologists have 
established the fact that leprosy flourishes best 
warm, moist climate. While these studies show 
that many other factors have definite influence 


upon the number cases found the endemic 
areas the various countries, sufficient evidence 
has been produced show that leprosy has the 
best chance for survival where physical resistance 
disease reduced debilitating climatic con- 
ditions. 

Dr. Clarence Mills, Professor Experimen- 
tal Medicine, University Cincinnati, Ohio, and 
attending physician the Cincinnati Hospital, 
surveyed the evidence upon this subject. 
book “Climate Makes the Man,” Dr. Mills reported 
that “Continuous moist heat depresses body me- 
tabolism and lowers resistance infections, while 
changeable cold weather raises the energy level and 
gives vitality along all also said: 
National Leprosarium should not kept Car- 
ville where the long summers debilitating Lou- 
isiana heat reduces disease resisting vitality.” 

Inquiry into the reasons for establishing the

Hansen’s Disease the Military Service 


From time time are asked how many ex- 
servicemen are patients Carville and for other 
information concerning this group. The following 
data from the office Marine Hospital Post 188, 
prepared collaboration with Steve Medina, Post 
Adjutant, and the figures given are July 
1946. 

have two veterans the Spanish-American 
War—one native Louisiana, the other from 
non-endemic state but who took permanent 
residence the Philippines and only recently re- 
turned the United States. 

have twelve veterans World War Six 
these men came from Texas; four from Louisiana; 
one from the Philippines and one from New York, 
the latter native Europe. have thirteen 
veterans World War II. Four these men came 
from Texas; three from Louisiana; two from Cali- 
fornia; one from Florida; two from the Philippines 
and one from Mexico. According data our 
American Legion office the total admissions 
World War men date are twenty-three. Seven 
these men have been discharged. Five went 
AWOL, two returning voluntarily this hospital 
for further treatment. The dischargees came from: 
Texas, one; California, two (Japanese-Americans) 
Puerto Rico, one; Mexico, one; Philippines, two 
(one patient remained here for only months for 
Those who went AWOL came from 
endemic sections.

Based records this hospital, Dr. 
Hasseltine reports the International Journal 
Leprosy (1940) that Spanish War veterans were 
admitted patients here the period from Jan.

Dr. Hasseltine reported that practically all the 
Spanish War veterans came

Others were apparently good health 
when inducted into the service. some these 
cases probable that the hardships war life 
were contributory factor the development 
latent leprosy into clinical disease.”
